On every hand
you can hear explanations, but on the
whole the politicians figure It out that
this was after all decidedly not a Demo-
cratle year, and the returns from every
sectlon of the country show that the

just one of those “flare-ups” similar to the
slump from the Republican party In 1550,
when the country determined to show
its disapproval of the McKinley tariff
bill.

It is no exaggeration to say that the
Republican leaders ure not highly pleased
over the prospect of having such an over-
whelming majority in the next Houre,
It will be very unwieldly, and already the
talk Is that Boss Reed is about the only
man whe can handle the brethren.

A NEW BOND ISSUE.

Agitation Therefor in New York Financial
Circles.
WASHINGTON, D. C, November §.—
Treasury officials have been aware for
some days of an agitation in New York
financial circles in favor of A new bond
tssue. It has not escaped their notice
that the financial papers that volce Wall-
street sentiment dally eall attention to
the Treasury ﬁld reserve, and uumﬁat
that it should built up to strengthen
ublie confidence In the Treasury's con-
ition. Letters have been sent to Secre-
tary Carlisle by financlers, all having the
same end In view, The surplus money in
the New York bankas is very great, and
Treasury officlals here who watch the
course of money matters do not hesltate
to express the opinlon that the solieltude
expressed by all-street magnates for
the Treasury Is not mtin!’:' unseifish, but
that a new ;aml {ssue 18 desired bl}r Wall
atreet -lmplf as a means of providing an
investment for thelr surplus and accumu-
lating funds, Intimations of goll cxports
to forde the Treasury (o jssue bonds have
reached here thro broker sources and
others who keep In close touch with New
York financlers. That they can do this
by presenting United Btates notes for
old and thue reducing the gold reserve
s only too true, as proved by past

transactions of the kind.

The opinion, however, {8 expreaged In
Treafury circlea that Secretary Carlisle
will permit the gold reserve to reach a
much lower int than it now touches
($61,000,000) before he will feel justitied, In
the present good condition the Trea-
sury, In making another Issue of United
Btates bonds,

AN ISSUE ANNOUNCED.

NEW YORK, November 9.—IL waa
stated on Wall street to-day that there
would be an fssue of $60,000,000 or §100,000,-
0 & per cent, government bonds before
Congress again reassembles, When the
last lesue of $50,000,000 wns made, and
the public declined to take the bonds,
a #yndicate of bankers, headed by John
A. Btevens, president of the United States
Prust Company, and Edward King, presi-
dent of the Union Trust Company, made
the sale. A banker, who was actively In-
terested In that movement, makes the fol-
lowing statement:

“There will be an lasue of bonds shortly,
The President and the Beervtary of the
Treasury have determined that the gold
reserves shall not be further Impaired,
They have been advised that an export
movement of gold will begin In a few
weeks, and they, accordingly, have de-
termined to take prompl measures.

When asked whether a syndicate would
be formed which would be guaranteed a
commission to float the bonds, he replled:
“1 do not know. That lies In the discres
tion of the authorities in Washington,
This much 18 certaln—the b per cent
bonds will he lIssued probebly upon @
8 per cent. basis, as before, They will
be offered to the publie, but the same
gentlemen who made the last lssue a
success have agsured the President that
they will carry through the forthcoming
fesue,”

« The banker added that If $0,000,000
bonds was insufficlent, $530,000,000 more
would be issued,
